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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,6-12, and 14-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Based on the 
decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interference on November 16, 
2005, the language ". . . composed primarily of a thermoplastic elastomer consisting of 
polyester, polyamide, polyolefin, and polystyrene . . " will be given the interpretation of- 
composed primarily of a thermoplastic elastomer consisting of a polyester elastomer, 
polyamide elastomer, polyolefin eleastomer, and polystyrene elastomer-. The prior art 
shows or suggest the claimed structure of the golf ball having a mantle layer composed 
primarily of a thermoplastic elastomer consisting of a polyester elastomer, polyamide 
elastomer, polyolefin elastomer, and polystyrene elastomer.
